Senator Smith, of Georgia,, declared 
he favored the bill but warned th'at 
any.,«ttempt,.to.,teorg)imite-.-eijr3.L,der- 
partments would only."produce con- 
fusion and disorder."

Senator Smith said congress was 


partly ,to; blame for legislation dis- 
organizing the army general staff 
and restricting. the chief of staff's 
authority. Civilian advisory com: 
mittees, he said, have been a "recog- 
nized folly." There has been "lack 
of vision" by war department offi- 
cials for the enormous war task, 
Senator Smith said, as well as "fail- 
ure in business 
organization 
and 


instances of money "not 
wisely 


spent," 
Senator Smith said rep tape exist- 


ed in the various departments _ but 
there was no need for the president 
to interfere as department hea::s 
could remove it if they would. 


Senator Cummins, of Iowa, saU 


that under the bill the 
president 


could appoint a "deputy president" 
transfer all his own powers and vir- 
tually retire. 
Supporting the measure Senator 


Lewis, of Illinois, challenged Sena- 
tor Cummins' statement and 
de- 


clared that "any who are against 
any measure the president demands 
as necessary to win the war, are 
against the president." 


"Woodrow Wilson will be presi- 


dent for three years," said Mr. Lew- 
is. "President Wilson will command 
this war. He will take responsibil- 
ity and will not allow any agency to 
deprive him of the necessary aur 
tliority to win this fight.

GOVERNOR IN ADDRESS 


TO CAPITOL EMPLOYES 


The following is an extract from 


a talk by Gov. Philipp to the cap- 
itol employes at the Liberty Loan 
booster meeting on Wednesday af- 
ternoon: 


"We have recently entered upon 


the second year of the war. It is' 
reported that our country's expendi- 
tures for the first year reached the 
stupendous figure of 
nine billion 


dollars. 
Over four billion of this 


amount was. loaned to our allies, the 
balance has been used in our war 
preparations.

"In considering this enormous-ex- 


penditure we must take into account 
the fact that our enemy Has expend- 
ed many millions each year since

are, therefore, spending now in a 
brief time, what our enemy expend- 
ed ir; the course of years.

IRELAND COOL 
TOWARD WAR 


Son of Late Statesman 


Makes Charge in First 


Speech in Commons. 


LONDON—(Wednesday) — Irish^ 


men maintain the right to say whe- 
ther they shall, be conscriptod or 
not, Captain Wm. A. Eedmond, son 
of the late John E. Eedmond, de- 
clared -today in his first speech in 
the house of Commons since he was 
elected to the constituency .formerly 
held by his father. 


In 1914, he said Ireland was al- 


most ablaze with enthusiasm on the 
side of the allies, but the. sentiment 
of the Irish people had since changed 
toward the war, owing to distrust 
of the British government and in 
,he woid of British ministers. 


By the government's present act- 


ion the 
Ireland of tomorrow, he 


added, would be in open hostility to 
the war. It would require armies 
in Ireland 
to 
recruit battalions, 


while if the government trusted Ire- 
land, that trust would not be be- 
trayed.

My parents lived in this 
sUite and ar? buried in the-south- 
western part, ; t.have" no.relatives 
and' am homeless and feel that I'aim 
better off in prison than out. 


"There I can keep warm. 
I set 


plenty to eat and a place to sleep. 
When I am at liberty I am cold and 
hungry and no one cares whether I 
live or -die. 


"I love my liberty as well as any 


man, 
but when I get out of prison I 


cannot resist that impulse to steal. 
I steal because I can get food and 
warmth—not because I wish to harm 
my fellow man. 


"I have served eleven prison sen- 


tences. 
I am not boasting. 
I am 


sorry that I have such a record. But 
wbat am I to do? 
I am old—not 


fit to earn a living. I am a burden 
upon the public. I hope that when 
I have served this term they will put 
me in an asylum for the criminal in- 
sane an'd let me live and die there."

DANGER IN HYSTERIA 


PT^HAT there should be curtailment of German instruction in 
1 institutions where such instruction has been top-heavy 
should be self evident 
The danger, however, lies in extremes 


to which hysteria may force a situation which is both unwise 
and without vision. 


The-people of the United States must realize that at some 


thne the war is going to end. Then will come a struggle for com 
mereiajl supremacy such as the world has never seen. It is safe 
to-aay that eren Germany will be competing >at the world's bar- 
gain counter^or her share of trade. 


It is interesting to note the short sighted policy of eliminat 


ing enemy languages has not had the vogne in England and Ger- 
many that it has had in this country. In Germany enemy lan- 
guages are being given more consideration than ever before. 


Africa and the Far East will be the battle ground in this 


coming gigantic battle for trade supremacy. The nation that is 
so short sighted as to smother enemy language instruction will 
suffer in this competition. 


The currentJssue of The Review of Reviews has an interest- 


ing article on this subject. It quotes the attitude of Great Brit- 
ain as being represented in resolutions adopted by the Modern 
Language association of Great Britain as follows: 


It is not possible to give any exact forecast of the com- 


• mercial relations of England and Germany after the war, 


but whatever form they may assume there is no doubt that 
a knowledge of German and German conditions will be re- 
quired for commercial purposes. 
In the future it will be 


• evermore than necessary than in the past that there shall 
be in responsible quarters people possessing an adequate 
kaowledge-,of German »nd all that the study of German in 
the'widesfr'Sense should imply. . . . The study of Ger- 
man' has Inevitably suffered during the war, but we are of 
opiniwvthat to allow any further diminution to take place, 


"or even^to-aocept the present reduced scale as permanent, 


1 would'be-to the national disadvantage.

pective gardener -'need not despair 
pf preparing the soil, and planting a 
Rardcn, because it .does 'hot 
take 


many tools to work>a garden, and if 
new tools are tooy expensive perhaps 
the .old ones ny»'y be mended or sec- 
ond-hand ones/, bought at a moderate 
cost. 


Three Tools for • a Small Garden 
In a/small/gardcn (20 by 50 feet, 


1,000'square feet or smaller), where 
the work .is all done by man power, 
the onlyrtools required are a digging 
fork or/spnde, a steel-tooth rake and 
a hoe. If the spading is done by 
hired help the laborer probably has 
his o^ spade or dipping •iork and 
thus/the gardener needs only a hoe 
an.il a rake. 


Two stakes and a^-String- a: long as 


the rows/are to be made, will serve 
•the.purpose of,.'a purchased garden, 


string will do to line out straight 
rows. The hand .cultivator,has sev- 
eral attachments, such as' shovels, 
cultivator teeth, plaw, 'rake,' and 
weeder, so it is servicabl* for many 
purposes in caring: for. the. garden. 
The digging/fork is.a necessity in a 
large garden, »s is »lso a garden 
trowel used in transplanting plants. 
The one-piece iron garden trowel IB 
best and strongest and may often be 
purchased for a few -cents. 


Other Garden Tools. 


There are many other garden tools 


for special purposes --which may be 
useful occasionally, as .follows: 


Hoes.—There are-at least six spe- 


cial kinds of hoes besides the, ordi- 
nary broad-bladed one in most com- 
mon use, which is generally called 
the "garden" hoe,.although.it is re- 
ally the "square," ."draw," '"corn," 
"field," or "socket" hos. • For work-- 
ing among small plants one of th-i 
narrow, pointed hoes is often use- 
ful: 
otherwise, the ordinary hoe is 


all that is necessary. 


Dibble.—A blunt pointed tool foe 


making holes when transplanting 
plants. A garden trowel fs 
more 


serviceable than the dibble. 
A good 


dibble, however, can be made- from 
a section of an old broom handle.

the capitol.. The final d»te for or- 
ders was set at April 1, but the op- 
portunity has been 
extended 
to 


those who have failed to get in their 
order up to April 20. Those send- 
ing: in orders from now on must ex- 
pect to wait approJrimately three 
weeks for delivery, until cars which 
are available for order by telegram 
can reach here from the East. 


All orders sent in thus far h»ve 


been taken care of, but from now on 
shipments will be made in accord- 
ance 
with 
the arrival of orders, 


as the state 'cannot run the risk 
of having a large value invested in 
corn after the time for its usA is 
past.

The test of all seed corn is vejy
